Vigorous efforts for untversalisation of elementary 
education are being made by all concerned with a hope to 
tchaove the goal by 1990. In addition to many other efforts 
Ministry of Education, Government of India has sponsored a 

"Non-formal Education Scheme'' for the nine educationally 

i«e«, 

backward states £ Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, Jammu & 
Kashmir, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Rajsth*in , Uttar Pradesh 
and West Bengal. Voluntary organisations in these states 
have also been encouraged to help in achieving the goal of 
universalisation of elementary education. Out of these 
twenty t\;o organisations, six organisations are £rom Uttar 
Pradesh (these include four of the previous year), fourteen 
organisations are from Rajasthan and one each is from West 
Bengal and Andhra Pradesh. (Appendix-C), The amount san¬ 
ctioned to voluntary organisations for the Non-formal Edu¬ 
cation centres • given in Appendix D, 

1.1. Need of the Stu dy.

Table No, 2 shows the distribution of the NPE centre-' 
teachers. Out of 135, pnly ^ 83_ jcespdlDises were received. Out of 
these 83, 57 are uale and 26 feuale. 45 teachers were uatri- 
culato out of which 27 were uale and 18 fonale. The nuuber 
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of graduate and above was found "bo be 34 out of ■which 26 
were male and 8 were female. Four teacbers (all male) are 
fo'ond to be "under matriculate. On the dimension of age, it 
was found that out of 83 teachers, 63 are in the age-group 
of 20-30, 15 teachers in the age-group of 30-40 and only 3 
teachers in the age-group of 40-50.

It ranges from Rs. 100/- to Rs, 155/- including 
the contingencG grants for the centre. But in few organi¬ 
sations like Sri Sawami Ram Prakash, A.U.M. School, Ferrukha- 
bad and Swvomi Atom Dev Gopalanand Shiksha Sanattau. The 
remuneration is Rs, 50/- per child per year.

The frequency of supervision of the NFE centres varied 
fron organisation to organisation. Generally, it was done 
once in a uonth. Sone reported that a centre was supervised 
twice in a month. In hilly areas it was done once in three 
laonths. The method adopted for supervision was: First of 

all contact is uade with the local people . The expectation 
of the people, the problens faced in running the centre and 
ways bo inprive it are discussed. The attendance registers 
are checked. The instructional progranne and all other 
activities, including the gancs are observed. Evaluation 
of the teaching is clone on tl^e basis of the coverage of the 
curriculun and childrens' acuicvoiient cards. Guidance is_ 
provided for preparing children for conpetitions among non- 
fornal education centres. Souetines, supervis on is done 
without informing the centre. The community people are 
requested to send their children to the centres and also 
to help in the functioning of the centre".
